reach  them  by  automobile. 

Our  nursery  at  Yorktown  Heights,  comprising  one 
hundred  and  fifty  acres,  is  located  on  Lafayette  Ave¬ 
nue,  just  west  of  the  Saw  Mill  River  Road.  Here  we 
have  growing  thousands  of  the  finest  evergreens, 
shrubs  and  trees,  spaced  sufficiently  to  insure  the 
proper  development  of  each  tree  and  shrub.

purchase  price. 

SHIPPING 

When  ordering,  please  write  plainly  NAME,  POST 
OFFICE  ADDRESS  (and  express  office  when  differ¬ 
ent  from  Post  Office),  and  STATE.  Sometimes  one 
or  all  are  omitted,  causing  delay. 

The  spring  shipping  season  of  nursery  stock  begins 
the  end  of  March,  continuing  as  long  as  the  season 
permits.  Fall  shipping  begins  in  August,  and  con¬ 
tinues  until  the  ground  freezes. 

Shipments  by  express  or  freight  are  at  purchaser’s 
risk.  If  for  any  reason  goods  are  injured  in  transit, 
claim  must  be  made  on  the  delivery  company  at  once, 
as  our  responsibility  ceases  after  we  deliver  goods  to 
transportation  company  in  good  order. 

When  a  large  quantity  of  nursery  stock  is  required 
and  the  distance  will  permit,  we  recommend  delivery 
by  automobile  truck,  which  is  a  much  quicker  and 
safer  delivery  than  by  freight.  The  charge  for  such 
delivery  will  be  made  as  reasonable  as  possible,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  distance  from  our  nursery. 

PACKING 

As  it  is  impossible  to  include  the  cost  of  packing  in 
the  price  of  nursery  stock,  we  make  a  small  charge, 
sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  packing;  but  where  ship¬ 
ments  are  large  enough  to  be  shipped  in  bulk  in  car¬ 
load  lots,  we  deliver  goods  to  the  cars,  and  make  no 
charge  for  carting  or  packing.

There  are  any  number  of  perennial  plants  that  bloom  during  the  spring  and  summer  season,  but  very  few 
bloom  late  in  the  fall.  To  fill  the  want  of  flowering  plants  that  bloom  toward  the  end  of  the  season,  we  would 
recommend  our  customers  to  plant  largely  hardy  chrysanthemums,  particularly  the  pompon  varieties.  There  is 
a  great  variety  of  color  in  the  different  classes;  the  hardy  early  large  flowering  type,  the  pompon  varieties  which 
have  proven  so  very  successful,  and  the  single  varieties  which  are  very  beautiful.  All  of  these  can  be  used  to 
advantage  in  the  hardy  border  for  planting  out  for  blooming  late  in  the  fall.  These  plants  will  continue  to  flower 
after  all  other  plants  have  passed,  and  will  continue  blooming  until  killed  by  frost.
